The 1933-34 special session of the 
ure authorized an appro- 
priation of $4,000,000 for the State’s 
share of relief costs duriing 1934. 
This appropriation was passed only 
after the Federal Government 
threatened to cut off Federal re- 
liaf apportionments to Missouri un- 
less the State made provision . to 
meet about one-third of the cost, 
which was estimated at $12,000,000 
for 1934. 

So far this year the State has 
paid $857,000 as its share of the 
cost, instead of the $2,000,000 which 
should have been made available if 
the monthly apportionments from 
the appropriation had been made. 
Requisitions by the State Relief De- 
partment for the State’s share dur- 
ing April, May and June have been 
helf up, at the request of the Gov- 
ernor, because of the general reve- 
nue stringency. These requisitions 
would hav totaled about $1,000,000. 
The July requisition may be held 
up, for the same reason.

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FEEBLE COURTS WEAKEN FAITH 
IN DEMOCRACY, SAYS CAULFIELD 


Americans “Viewing With Consider- 
able Complacency” Apparent Drift 
From Constitution. 

By the Associated Press. 

WAWASEE, Ind., July 13. 
—Necessity for more efficient ad- 
ministration of justice was empha- 
sized by Henry 8. Caulfield, former 
Governor of Missouri, who ad- 
dressed members of the Indiana 
State Bar Association yesterday. In- 
efficient administration, he said, 
may cause the American people to 
lose faith in their form of govern- 
ment. : 

Referring to what he termed an 
“apparent drift away” from consti- 
tutional government, the former 
Governor said: 

“There is today, particularly in 
Europe, a distinct tendency away 
from government by the people and 
toward autocracy. The excuse is 
that an uncontrolled executive can 
best meet the exigencies of the 
present time. 

“America is not entirely free 
from danger in this respect. It 
may, at least, be fairly said that the 
American people are viewing with 
considerable complacency an appar- 
ent drift away from the ancient 
moorings of constitutional govern- 
ment.”

FRENCH PROFESSOR SAYS 
EINSTEIN IS ALL WRONG 


Challenges MRelativist’s Figures 
Based on Idea Speed of Light 
Is Constant. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 13——Prof. Emmanu- 


el Carvallo created a stir in scien- 
tific circles yesterday with an an- 
nouncement that Prof. Albert Ein- 
stein’s theory of relativity has 
been proved to be false. 

The Einstein theory, Prof. Car- 
vallo says in_an article in the Re- 
vue Scientifique, is based on Prof: 
Michelson’s principle of the invari- 
ance of the speed of light, and this 
principle Prof. Carvallo does not 
believe to be established. Prof. 
Carvallo says this principle has 
been annihilated by 200,000 experi- 
ments made in the United States 
by Michelson's pupil, Miller, and 
by other independent experiments 
by Ernst Esclanoch, director of the 
Paris Observatory. Consequently, 
Prof. Carvallo says, Prof. Einstein's 
conclusions from Prof. Michelson’s 
experiments must fall to the 
ground.

The Government, not concerned 
with fraud or swindles, as such, put 
into evidence today letters sent 
through the mails in furtherance of 
the alleged scheme. The letters 
were sent to New York banks by 
the Riverside Bank of Reno, called 
a “right jug” by one of the men 
involved in the ring. 

Joseph M. Fuetsch, assistant 
cashief of the bank, identified the 
letters after testifying that trans- 
actions through the Riverside Bank 
which involved the swindles, came 
to be known as “McKay-Graham 
deals.” He said he finally refused 
to have anything to do with them 
because he “didn’t like the looks of 
them.” 

Fuetsch also testified late yester- 
day that either McKay or Graham 
was interested in each deal about 
which he was questioned. 

McKay guaranteed the signatures 
of victims to the bank, he said, and 
Graham often bought cashiers’ 
checks, so the bank could get 
enough cash for the transactions. 
On one occasion, he testified, Mc- 
Kay put up $110,500 so the bank 
could turn over $177,000 to Kathrin 
K. Beeson of New York and Pitts- 
burgh, who testified the money was 
taken from her on a race-track 
swindle. 

In cross-examining Fuetsch, coun- 
sel for McKay and Graham concen- 


trated upon an attempt to show that 


Fuetsch and Herbert M. Graham, 
postoffice ingpector, had been very 
chummy. 

“Haven't you been drunk several 
times with Inspector Graham?” At- 
torney John Taafe asked. 

“That’s a lie,” Fuetsch charged. 

“Didn’t your wife write to her sis- 
ter in Reno complaining of your 
drinking with Graham?” “She did 
not.” 

“Positive?” “Yes.” . 

“Did. Inspector Graham ever of- 
fer you a drink?” “Yes.” 

“How many times?” “Two or 
three.”

After Fuetsch stated that Inspec- 
tor Graham had “discussed” with 
him the prospects of a New York 
job, Taafe asked: “Did Inspector 
Graham ever give you any money?” 

“No,” he answered, “on the con- 
trary, I have loaned him a dollar 
or two.” 

Fuetsch said George Wingfield, 
president of the Riverside Bank, 
was not given details of transac- 
tions in weekly reports, but later 
he said: “Mr. Frisch told Mr. Wing- 
field about each transaction, espe- 
cially about the stock transactions.” 

He said the directors were not 
furnished details. Frisch, to whom 
he referred, was Ray J. Frisch, 
cashier of the bank. He now is 
missing. 

' Questioned About Frisch. 

Defense counsel sought to learn 

if Frisch told Fuetsch he intended 
to commit suicide. 
“He did not,” Fuetsch said. “He 
told me this, that he would rather 
be dead than get mixed up with 
this trial and ruin his character. 
The night he disappeared he was 
cheerful. 

“It was my opinion he was taken 
for a ride and that’s the opinion of 
everybody in Reno.”

BANKS TURNING BACK 
U. 5. POSTAL SAVINGS 


Government Deposits No 
Longer Needed; Depositories 
Can’t Use Them Profitably. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—The turn- 
ing back by the large banks of the 
country of 187 million dollars in 
postal savings money, deposited 
with them by the Government, is 


one of today’s financial oddities. 

A year and a half ago these funds 
were welcomed by the banks. In 
fact, they were hungry for them. 
Taco fear-stricken depositors were 
withdrawing their money from the 
banks. 

Today depositors no longer are 
fearful of banks, due partly to the 
new deposit insurance law. They 
are loading up the banks with their 
money. 

This time the lack of confidence 
is found in the banks themselves 
and among their normally large 
borrowers. Neither wishes to take 
a chance, and the result is unem- 
ployment of bank funds. 

Return of the Government de- 
posits is one of the ways the banks 
have taken to meet the situation. 
Another way has been the repur- 
chase by the large State banks 
here of the capital notes they sold 
the Government earlier.in the year. 
Some large banks have even taken 
steps to discourage the small de- 
positors, putting extra and burden- 
some charges on the smaller ac- 
counts. 

The banks have to pay the Gov- 
ernment 2% per cent on the Postal 
Savings deposits. With the present 
lew money rates forced by the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve, 
it is not possible to re-employ these 
funds profitably. 

The Postal Savings pays only 2 
per cent to its depositors, with the 
difference between its interest rate 
and what the banks are forced to 
pay on these Government deposits 
covering the costs of operating the 
system. 

Now the Government is going to 
have to find employment itself for 
these funds, which may mean the 
Postal Savings will soon be 
operating in the “red.” Such a sit- 
uation might well put in peril the 
present 2 per cent interest paid 


postal savers.

from a Saturday night party and 
the time he called at a hotel to see 
another woman, Miss Blanche Mc-

In cross-examination, defense at- 
torneys have sought to show that 
Hickman would not have had time 
to have accompanied the girl to 
Golden Gate Park where the body 
was found the morning of May 13. 

The girl had been attacked and 
strangled to death with her own 
belt.

Moore said he had recommended 
that a special investigation be made 
of all factory payrolls to eliminate 
employed persons from the relief 
lists, but no steps to carry out the 
suggestion had been made by relief 
officials. 

Moore served as an investigator 
from April, 1933, to until a week 
ago. It could not be learned why he 
was no longer employed. 

Another witness, who said he was 
a member of the “Federal and State 
Aid Association of East St. Louis,” 
an organization of unemployed, de- 
clared that a member, who did not 
appear to testify, had said he was 
offered “$50 to keep his mouth 
shut” about cases of relief malad- 
ministration. 

A cooling system at a cost of 
$120 a month was installed in the 
offices of the relief administration 
at 1133 Missouri avenue, East St. 
Louis, to keep administration em- 
ployes and officials “cool,” another 
witness charged.

Dr. James Thom, prison physi- 
cian; said he was apparently un- 
conscious within 30 seconds and 
certainly unconscious in one minute 
and 20 seconds. He was pronounced 
dea= at 4:45 a. m. 

Behiter was the seventh man ex- 
ecuted by lethal gas in Nevada 
since that method of capital pun- 
ishment was adopted by the State 
Legislature 13 years ago. 

He was convicted of killing the 
Armstrong girl with a miner’s pick 
in Las Vegas in 1931, and for near- 
ly three years attorneys had been 
trying to have his sentence com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 


Behiter Known to St. Louis Police 
Since He Was 16. 
Behiter had Seen known to 8t. 
Louis police since he was 16 years 
old. He was arrested then for 
purse snatching; and was paroled in 
Juvenile Court. Three years later 
in 1917, he was sentenced to six 
months in the Workhouse for lar- 
ceny, and in 1919 he was sentenced 
to five years in prison on a rob- 

bery charge in Butler County.

She was, of course, born of slaves, 
and remembers isolated bits of her 
early life. She had to srieak away 
from her mammy to chew tobacco 
because “in those days children was 
raised strict.” Her white folks 
didn’t allow their slaves to gather 
for religious services, so they used 
to go down to the river and sing 
into a hollow tub. The sound of 
the hymn would be carried under 
water to a group down the river 
who would join in singing and re- 
lay it to another handful of slaves. 

She has always been religious 
and her first rule for living long is 
to pray. “Yes, sir, pray and take 

care of yourselves and keep clothes 
on pong Ae to keep the cold out and be 
obedient and have manners.” 
At Vicksburg During War. 

When she was 20 years old she 
was sold to a trader who took her 
to Memphis. From there she event- 
ually was taken to Rolling Fork, 
Miss., and she was there and in 
Vicksburg during “Lincoln's war.” 
After the war her husband, Alfred 
Williams, raised crops “as ‘long as 
he was able” and in 1912 he died in 
Memphis at the age of 104. She 
deesn’t know how many brothers 
and sisters she had but one time 
she counted them up for Mrs. Ford 
and she remembered at least 21. 

She smokes a pipe and likes beer 
and she drank whisky “in the days 
when it didn’t make you sick.”

To Study the Effects. 

During the 90-day period of the 
order, NRA’s research division will 
study operation of the price re- 
quirements. 

Johnson’s wholesale order said 
the total percentage added to the 
wholesalers’ purchase price need in 
no case be greater than 3.1 per cent 
in sales to retailers and 2.1 per cent 
in sales to subjobbers. — 

The order relating to the retail 
tobacco code fixed “the minimum 
price to the consumer at the man- 
ufacturers’ list price plus 5% per 
cent on cigarettes for which the 
manufactures charges less than $5 
a thousand. On all other cigar- 
ettes th8 mark-up was fixed at 6% 
per cent. In multiple sales of less 
than a dollar a 5 per cent discount 
would be allowed; in multiple sales 
of more than a dollar an 8 per cent 
discount would be authorized. 

In announcing Johnson's ruling, 
NRA said it “cannot guarantee any 
form of enterprise a profit.” It 
added:

with the district attorney. 

Miss Tufverson based her com- 
plaint on the charge that Poder- 
jay swore falsely to the marriage 
license application when he married 
her sister in New York. He said 
he had never been married previ- 
ously. 

The complaint alleges that Miss 
Tufverson had definite proof of a 
prior marriage—on March 22, 1933, 
in England to Mile. Suzanne Fer- 
rand, who is held with Poderjay 
in Vienna. Agnes Tufverson and the 
Jugo-Slavian were married Dec. 4, 
1933. 

Assistant District Attorney Har- 
old W. Hastings said he would at- 
tempt to have Vienna authorities 
hold Poderjay while he investigates 
the allegation. If he finds suffi- 
cient proof, he said, he will seek 
an indictment from the grand 
jury. 

An Extraditable Offense. 

Perjury is an extraditable of- 
fense, and for some time has been 
considered by authorities as the 
best means of returning Poderjay 
to this country. 

For many weeks Selma Tufver- 
son, sister of the vanished woman 
attorney, has devoted all her ener- 
gies to the case. She has charged 
that statements made by Poderjay 
in Vienna regarding what happened 
to his bride are untrue. 

She thinks that if he is returned 
to the United States the mystery 
of what happened to her sister after 
she and Poderjay departed from a 
Hudson River pier last Dec. 20 can 
be cleared up speedily. 

In case the District Attorney 
finds the perjury allegation sound 
and an indictment is returned, the 
State Department then would be 
requested to start extradition pro- 
ceedings. 

Held for Several Weeks. 

Poderjay and Mile. Ferrand, who 
too has declared she knows nothing 
of what happened to Agnes Tuf- 
verson, have been held in Vienna 
for several weeks. In their apart- 
ment were found trunks containing 
personal belongings of the van- 
ished woman.  , 7

beam or ray, projected across a 
track at the start and finish of a 
race, it opens and closes an auto- 
matic electric timing device. 


The beam is sufficiently iarge 
that small interruptions as from 
rain drops will not nullify it. 
But the passing of the body of a 
man or horse through the beam 
at the beginning of a race, sets in 
motion the timer. The first in- 
terruption of the beam at the fin- 
ish automatically closes the cir- 
cuit. Beams at various distances 
during each race would supply

Agencies Once Indispensable to 
Country Now Compete With 
Governgient Service. 


By the Associated Press. 

, China, July 13—The 
private posting or mailing agen- 
cies, which for ages have carried 
letters and parcels to the remote 
parts of China independent of the 


is the most lucrative part th 


business. 

Traveling afoot, on boats or on 
trains, couriers of these agencies 
éover the whole of China. In the 
old days, when China’s postal ser- 
vice was primitive and loosely or- 
ganized, these agencies were en- 
couraged to carry the mails, but 
today the national postal service, 
which is directed t. foreign postal 
experts on foreign lines, is so effi- 
cient and far-flung that the private 
agencies are no longer indispen- 
sable. 

A curious characteristic of the 

private postal carriers is that they 
charge half the transmitting fee to 
the sender and half to the addressee. 
This practice often leads to extra 
demands upon delivery, however, 
when the second half of, the charge, 
the “chiu-tze,” or tip, is claimed. 
_ Whenever the agencies find it is 
unremunerative to carry mail or 
parcels to certain districts, they 
promptly deposit them in the Gov- 
ernment postoffice. 

The number of letters which 
passed through the hands of these 
agencies from July, 1930, to Janu- 
ray, 1931, was 4,090,650. 

Due to the rapid extension of the 
Chinese postal system, the Mizchus 
have been able to maintain them- 
selves only where the Government 
maintains no postal or courier ser- 
vice. Nevertheless, they continue 
in certain sections to offer u cer- 
tain amount of competition to Gov- 
ernment postoffices. | 

The Government has passed a 
resolution to abolish the Minchus 
on condition that no inconvenience 
shall be caused the general public 
and that the livelihood of those en- 
gaged in the Minchu business shall 
be provided for. As a preliminary 
measure in attaining this, all Min- 
chus actually conducting business 
in 1928 were required to register 
with the postoffice, while no regis- 
tration is granted to any Minchu 
opened after this date.

TRADE FROM 


GREAT BRITAIN 


— in May, When England Imposed

OSAKA, Japan, July 13—May, 
the month in which Great Brithain 
imposed quota restrictions on 
Japanese textile imports into the 
United Kingdom and British colo- 
nies, saw Nippon’s cotton goods set 
a new high record. 


Cotton Spinner’s Association sup- 
port the Japanese contention that 
they have wrested from Britain her 
century-old leadership in cotton 
textiles exports, for generations the 
first staple of world commerce.

In May the Japanese cotton in-

According to the association’s 
figures British exports for May 
were 150,000,000 square yards, the 
lowest figure since August, 1933, 
the month in which the rising tide 
of Japan’s sales passed the falling 
British figures.

The town of Kozlov has been 
renamed Michurinsk and is the site 
of the Northern Horticulture-Scien- 
tific Institute and an agricultural 
college. 

Michurin has developed olive 
trees which bear as far north as 
Moscow and has produced hardy 
grapes, peaches, apricots and other 
fruits which withstand the severe 
climate of North Rusisa. 

He also has experimented exten- 
sively with flowérs and has pro- 
duced a hybrid of a lily and a violet 
which possesses great beauty and 
has a rare perfume, , 

Pineapples and other sub-tropical 
fruits and nuts have been treated 
by him in such manner that they 
endure freezing weather. 


CHANGES SUGGESTED 
BY HARRIMAN IN NRA 


Commerce Chamber Head 
Would Lessen Government 
Control as Permanent Policy. 


By the Associated Press. 
UNIVERSITY, Va., July 13.—The 
American people are not ready to 
abandon a system of government 
under which they have made “such 
remarkable progress for a century 


and a half” but they are willing to 
permit changes in the interpreta- 
tion of the Consttiution to adapt it 
to modern economic conditions, 
Henry I. Harriman, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, told the Institute of 
Public Affairs at the University of 
Virginia in an address last night 
on “Constitutional Aspects of the 
NRA.” 

He recommended four changes 
that should be made in adapting 
the temporary recovery act to per- 
manent law. They were: 

First—That it do not contain a 
provision permitting the Presi- 
dent to impose codes; 

Second—That it do not contain 
the licensing provisions; 

Third—That it be. in the form 
of a civil rather than a criminal 
statute, and 

Fourth—That the labor clauses 
contain provisions permitting la- 
bor to bargain collectively 
through representatives chosen 
by labor, without coercion, either 
from employes or others, and that 
they omit any attempt to limit 
the right of an employer or of 
an employe to decide with whom 
he will enter into employment 
relations, 

“The NRA has a broad field of 
usefulness in permitting industry, 
with the approval of the Govern- 
ment, to provide fair rules for the 
conduct of business,” he _ said. 
“These rules must not be imposed 
in a bureaucratic manner; and they 
must be rules which will not stifle 
American initiative, which will not 
attempt to regiment business, and 
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‘which, it is reasonable to assume, 


will be held to be within the con- 
stitutional power of the Federal 
Government.” 

Joseph B. Eastman, Federal co- 
ordinator of transportation, spoke 
on “The Relation of Government to 
the Railroad Industry.” He assert- 
ed that codes under the NRA “may 
prove useful, but will not fill the 
bill” in checking a breakdown of 
the country’s rail network. “The 
only way,” he said, “to check the 
growing demoralization in our aa- 
tional means of transportation, sta- 
bilize the situation and bring about 
some fair measure of co-ordination 
is to centralize the regulation and 
have a captain for the crew.” 


NAVY TO RUN COAST GUARD 
RADIO STATIONS TWO YEARS 


Change Approved by Secretary 
Morgenthau; Protest by Some 
Shippers Reported. 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
has authorized the Navy to operate 
for two years a chain of Coast 
Guard radio stations along the At-

TT AUSTRIAN NAZIS 
FACE DEATH AFTER 


BOMB VICTIM DIES 


Government to Try to Con- 
vict Them of Explosion in 
Which Woman Was Fa- 
tally Injured. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, July 13.—The death of 
a woman today after a bombing 
will mean the hanging of seven 
Nazi suspects now in jail if the 
bombing can be fastened on them. 
No Nazi has yet been hanged 


under the emergency laws for 
anti-Government bombing offenses 
which have plagued Austria for 
months. 

Frau Hermine Graubna of Gras, 
one of four members of a travel 
party injured in a bomb explosion 
at Salzburg yesterday, died last 
night. 

Meanwhile the strenuous cam- 
paign of Maj. Emil Fey against 
Austrian Nazis, seeking to oust 
them from positions in the state 
police, produced a concrete result 
with the arrest of Edouard Fischer, 
Salzburg Inspector of Police. A 
woman employe of the director of 
public security in Salzburg Prov- 
ince also was arrested in connec 
tion with the Salzburg bombing, 
which blew up police headquarters 
there. The woman was charged 
with actually participating in the 
bombing while Fischer was accused 
of shielding one of the bombers. 
Both also were accused of espion- 
age. 

Fascist Leader’s Home Bombed. 

The only new terrorism was an 
explosion resulting from a hand 
grenade being thrown into the 
house of a district leader of the 
Fascist Heimwehr in Folfsberg, 
Carinthia. He was seriously in- 
jured and his home was wrecked, 
but members of his family es 
caped.. 

Former Vice Chancellor Fey's at- 
tention was also focused on a new 
edition of the Vienna telephone 
book which appeared a few days 
ago. The book still listed Nazi 
headquarters in Vienna as “Adolf 
Hitler House.” Four high ranking 
police executives in Vienna have 
been questioned concerning Nazi 
propaganda, but none has yet been 
jailed. 

A cleanup of state police is under 
way. There has been much dis 
tisfaction at the failure of law 
enforcement agencies to stop al- 
most daily bombings and other acts 
of sabotage. Several police officials 
have been brought in for question- 
ing and rumors said others had 
been arrested. 

Paper Blames Hitler.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes said yesterday it 
was “heartening” to see “the wide- 
spread awakening throughout the 
country to the evil character and 
shocking debasement of many mo- 
tion pictures.” 

Cardinal Hayes’ assertion was 


contained in a letter to be read at 
all masses next Sunday in the 
archdiocese of New York. It urged 
pastors to prepare for the organ- 
ization early in October of the 
legion of decency, which he said 
had already enrolled hundreds of 
thousands of members throughout 
the nation. 
“The American public — Protes- 
tant, Jew and Catholic—is rising, 
thank God, to determined action 
to put a stop to productions that, 
for the sake of monetary greed, de-. 
bauch the sense of America’s moral 
decency which «until recently neith- 
er stage nor s¢reen would dare of- 
fend as openly and flagrantly as at 
present,” said the Cardinal. 
People “Too Patient.” 

He declared the moral forces of 

the nation had been “too patient” 


in awaiting a step by motion pic- 
ture producers to clean “their own 
house.” Some years ago, he contin- 
ued, he made a plea to the National 
Motion Picture Congress for cen- 
sorship from within the industry. 

“The Catholic church takes no 
drab view of lawful pleasure,” he 
added.

What Church Condemns. 


“Reform, restriction and suppres- 
sion that would deprive the people 
of legitimate pleasure is not in 
contemplation. What is to be con- 
demned as reprehensible—and just- 
ly so—is the glorification of crime, 
lust, and, in general, the serious vi- 
olation of the law of God and man); 
in things sacred to home and so- 
ciety. 

Asserting that the “true ideal of 
any nation must be based on the 
properly balanced physical, intel- 
leetual, moral and spiritual life of 
the people,” Cardinal Hayes added: 

“The motion picture is more »o- 
tent in impressionable and com- 
pelling effect on people of all 
classes than al] other refining and 
educational] agencies. The Ameri- 
can people, therefore, have a right 
to. look for productions that are 
clean, safe, elevating, and whole- 
some in their theme and method 
jof entertainments.”

~ FRUIT PRESERVING 


Recipes for ‘Thin and Thick 
Sugar Mixtures Re- 
quested. 


Some like fruit canned, others 
prefer it preserved in rich syrup. 
Both methods have their advocates, 
and we are asked for proportions 
of sugar and water for various 
stages. Here they are: 

Thin Syrup. ~ 

Three cups sugar to two cups 
ter; boil only until the sugar is 
dissolved. Use this for all sweet 
fruits as apples, sweet cherries and 
pears. 

Medium Thin Syrup. 

Three cups sugar to two cups 
water. Boil about four minutes or 
until it begins to be syrupy. Use 
this for raspberries, peaches, black- 
berries, currants, etc. _ 

Medium Thick Syrup. 

Three cups sugar to two cups 
water. Boil until it will pile up 
over the edge of the spoon .when 
it is tipped. ‘Use this for sour or 
acid fruits, as. plums, gooseberries, 
apricots, sour apples and straw- 


berries. 
Thick Syrup. 

Three cups sugar to two cups 
water. Boil until it will form a 
ball in the spoon and cannot be 
poured from the spoon. This is for 
preserves. 


Grilled Tomatoes. 

Mix bread crumbs with mayon- 
naise and spread on halves of to- 
‘matoes which had been sprinkled 
with salt and paprika. Put toma- 
toes in buttered pan and cook for 
about 10 minutes under broiler.

Chinese Food. Offers Variety 
for Moderate 
Budgets. 


The housewife who is forever in 
search of something cheap and dif- 
ferent in the way of food for the 
family le (and aren't we all?) 
turns sooner or later to the Far 
Bast for ideas. It may’ be later 


\than sooner, for she probably has 


heard of rice and soy beans as the 
principal foods of the Orient, and 
‘they do not spell variety, although 
they are the mainstays of the diet 
of the poorer people. For that mat- 
ter, all Chinese use rice—a Chinese 
proverb says: ““A dinner without 
rice is like a pretty girl with only 
one eye.” But rice to the Chinese 
is like bread to us. They use many 
vegetables, much pork and chicken, 
fish and eggs, and they have their 
own ways of using these. ~ 

The Chinese method of cooking 
was invented by the Emperor Pow 
Hay Se, they say, 3000 years before 
Christ. ‘The Chinese author of a 
Chinese cook book quotes Confu- 
clus on “how to eat scientifically.” 
The ancient Chinese philosopher, 
according to his modern disciple, 
declared that “the proportion of 
meat should not be more than that 
of » vegetables.” And Confucius 
would not eat anything that was 
not chopped up properly. “Today, 
unconsciously, ‘the Chinese people 
are obeying this same law.” 

Why yes, you say. There’s chop 
suey—which is in fact a sort of 
family name for dishes of a kind, 
like chowder or stew with us, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. “Chop suey” is just 
“pidgin English” for “a variety of 
smal] pieces.” It may not contain 
exactly the same things any two 
times you make it. But chop suéy, 
you see, does conform to the rules 
of Confucius—jit has less meat than 
vegetables, and everything is cut in 
small pieces. 

In a-Chinese restaurant your 
chop suey may be made of pork or 
beef or chicken, as you request, 
with such Chinese vegetables as 
water chestnuts, lily root, bean 
sprouts and bamboo shoots. At 
home you can,make a good chop 
suey of pork with celery, radishes, 
Jerusalem artichoke if you can get 
it, onion and green spepper. The 
Chinese touch is the “primary 
soup,” or the Chinese (soy bean) 
sauce, or the Chinese gravy (con- 
taining soy sauce) with which the 
meat and vegetables are cooked, and 
the peanut oil which the Chinese 
use in place of butter. Two other 
important points in making chop 
suey are to brown the pieces of 
meat and cook the vegetables .only 
a few minutes, so that they keep 
some of their crispness. 


Fresh Beag Sprouts Best. 

You can buy bean sprouts canned. 
In some places they are quite cheap, 
But you can also grow your own, 
and they are worth the trouble, 
because fresh bean sprouts are quite 
a “different” source ef vitamin C. 
That is an interesting fact, because 
the dried beans, or seeds, are prac- 
tically without vitamin C. Just 
sprout them, and you create a sup- 
ply of this vitamin. This is 
way to do it: Sprinkle dried beans 
on wet cheesecloth, roll the cloth 
with the beans around a stick about 
a foot long, and put the end of the 
roll in water. Dampen the roll oc- 
casionally. When the sprouts are 


Mung beans, which are the 
sprouts used in chow mein, need 
three or four days to sprout; soy 


'}beans four to six days; pinto beans 


about one week. 

An omelet with bean sprouts is a 
good. main dish, and one that ‘is 
very filling. Or you may like to 
Americanize the bean sprouts by 
using them in a raw salad with 
cress or lettuce, or shredded cab- 
bage, with a bit of onion.

Proved of Help | 
Against Typhoid 
Dr. lago Galdston 


YPHOID FEVER is an all-year- 
T souna disease, but from July to 
October there are special crops 
of cases. In autumn, too, we have 
cases of so-called vacation typhoid. 

Typhoid is a widespread disease 
which can be communicated 
through a variety of means. In 
censequence, it is not restricted to 
either the rich « the poor and it 
attacks those in robust health, of 
all ages, both sexes and, as one 
authority put it “usually during the 
period of greatest economic value 
to the community.” 

The disease is quite prevalent 
among children and its highest fa- 
tality is among adolescents. 

The typhoid bacillus, the germ of 
the disease, enters the body by way 
of the mouth. It multiplies in the 
gastro-intestinal tract and invades 
the body where it is spread by the 
blood stream. The typhoid bacillus 
may enter the body through in- 
fected water or milk, through con- 
taminated shell fish and on soiled 
fruits and vegetables. 

Surface water is dangerous be- 
cause’ it is apt to contain typhoid 
bacilli. The shallow stream, the ro- 
mantic looking old well and the 
spring of unknown source may har- 
bor typhoid germs. Milk, unless 
pasteurized or boiled before using, 
may also prove a source of typhoid 
infection. 

Shell fish taken from beds not 
positively known tc be safe ure 
hazardous. The recent typhoid epi- 
demics which occurred in the East- 
ern states were traced to the con- 
sumption of shell fish taken from 
polluted beds. Of course, oysters 
and clams purchased from fish 
stores or served in restaurants, 
etc., are perfectly safe, as the shell 
fish industry now exercises a most: 
scrupulous care in the supervision 
of its products.
